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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Some of the Applicant's arguments have 
already been addressed in the final rejection; however, Applicant points out that Lee does not in any apparent manner considered the 
specification of vector input port or scalar input port in determining buffer sizes; and the Examiner respectfully notes that Lee, used as a 
primary reference, discloses a Hardware-Software Co-Simulation Environment that includes buffering both input and output data (see for 
example 1 .2.3). Lee continues to disclose a communication channel, which includes a FIFO buffer with infinite depth and an automatic 
buffering to accommodate any required degree, where there is no buffer ((see 3.2.2), 3.2.3); also see pg. 88-89, 135) and that the buffer 
sizes determined by Lee is based the on the amount data at the input/output port, which substantially includes both vector and scalar 
data values (see pg. 55-57). The Examiner further notes that the scalar and vector data are merely single and multiple data values, 
respectively, which would clearly be understood by one of ordinary skilled in the art; and that the combined teachings of Lee and cooke, 
taken as a whole, substantially teach all the claims of the instant invention. 
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
